Mrs. Whitney Gives — 


European Viewpoint on 
War Debts, Tariffs 








Asking that Americans broad- 
eu their viewpoint toward Euro- 
pean nations, declaring it is her 
belief that the war debts made 
prior to the Armistice should be 
cancelled by the United States 
and that the debts since then for 
post war purposes should be re- 


adjusted and giving a picture of} § 


what Europeans think of Ameri- \ 
ca, Mrs. A. Bradford Dee 
spoke at the meeting of the Up- 
land Lions club in the Red Hill 
Country club yesterday noon. 

Her remarks were that of an 
American who has been in 
Europe three out of the last five | 
years and of one who has ob- 
tained viewpoints of the Euro- 
peans toward Americans. She | 
discussed European culture and 
every day living, the disarma- 
ment question and the war debts 
controversy. President Norman 
S. Lawson introduced Mrs. Whit- 
ney. 

The speaker expressed the be- 
lief that America should change 
its foreign policy 
prohibitive tariff enacted within | 
recent years was met by retalia- | 
tury tariffs in European coul- 
tries. Seeing this nation as 
Europeans see America, Mrs. 
Whitney made the assertion that 
France and England “like’’ Ger- 
many more than they do the 
United States. ° 

The feeling in Europe towards 
America has arisen through this 
country’s failure to join the 
League of Nations, through its 
foreign policy, its tariff sched- 
ules, and its war debts situation. 
America, she said, has lost the 
respect of Europe. She predicted 
that England will default in the 
puyment of the war debt June 
15 and it was her assertion ‘that 
no one in Europe expects the 
cebtgs to be paid without a re-| 
adjustment. 

Mrs. Whitney spoke plainly 
about Europe’s attitude as a 
warning to this country. While 
her remarks did not laud Ameri- 
ca’s policy, she sought to paint 


a true picture of Turopean 
thought toward this country. 
France and England and other 
countries contracted the war | 


debts at a time when prices in' 
America were excesively high. 
Due to the low prices the feeling 
in Europe is that if the debts) 


are paid now, the countries will 
be paying many times the actual 
value of the debts, she said, | 
puinting out that due to the | 


changed financial cc ditions, the 
nations want a readjustment. 

Mrs. Whitney took the position 
that the debts should be read- 
justed and that America will 
gain lasting good will by ac- 
cepting conditions as they are 
now.
